Hunt the right spot 
to bag that buck 


Several years ago | had the pleasure of dining with 2.gentlemen 
| wy 


who had heen very sticcessful in harvesting more than a few large 
racked bucks. Hoping he would share at least a few of his secrets, | 


niustered enough courage to ask him what advice he would give 


other hunters to inerease their success in the deer woods, 


His answer Was so, simple, it made me think | had asked a stupid 
question. “Go hunting often where the deer are, be still, and don’t 
Stink.” he said: Few hunters can argue with that: simplistic but wise 
Statement. Setting sul and masking our body odor may be easier to 
accomplish than the first part of my friends adyice about hunting 
where the deer are . 

Dever, like Other game, need food, water, and cover to survive. 
Finding enough food to survive consumes much of a deer’s time. It 
is during this time spent traveling from the bedding area to the feed- 
inv area that deer are most vulherable to hunters.” Deer eat many 
varities ‘of plants, but each locale has varities that are particularly 
favored by deer, Hf for some reason the particular food favored is 
novavailable this year, such as drought, disease, etc,, they: are forced 
1o-feed on Something less preferred but in abundance enough to sus- 
tain them, 

Every hunter knows that preseason scouting is essential to. pat- 
ternine deer movement. But just because a hunter finds a nice grove 
of white oaks doesn’t necessarily mean the bucks. will be running all 
over it.on- opening day. “Hit was a bad year and few acorns were 
produced, deer will be-seeking other food sources. Also, a slim 
crop of acorns can’ be consumed in a very short ume. 

Deer often have to travel considerable distances in the arid sout 
west and other areas to find water, but not in Alabama, We are 
blessed with an abundance of streams that provide readily available 
Water for out wildlife, While trying to find a spot that deer congre- 
pute to drink may not be productive; finding where they have devel- 
oped a pattern of stream crossing may just be the place to bag a tro- 

Cover provides deer with safety and comfort. While does will 
readily cross an open area, mature bucks prefer notto. They will 
usually take advantage of the edge cover and skirt the opening for 
some distance rather than just ambling across open ground. 

Big bucks will tind a resting area, or “comfort zone” where they 
can see, hear, and smell approaching danger. This “comfort zone 
will often be where one would least expect i, from deep in the 
woods to just off a major road, But one thing for sure, he will have 
a flight path obstructed by natural vegetation to aid in his escape 
Hunt where he feeds, crosses streams, of takes a nap and your 
chances will improve, 

And remember-hunt often, be still, and don’t stink!
